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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Finality of claims 1 1-23 and 29-43 is maintained 
because: First, contrary to applicant's arguments, the new grounds of rejection was necessitated by the amendment filed on 9/8/2005. In 
claim 14, applicant deleted the following limitation "and wherein the module comprises two corresponding sets of input controls for the two 
different software applications", which changed the scope of the claim and necessitated the amendment since the Masakasu reference 
was no longer needed to reject claim 14. In claim 23, the amendment made the claim nan-ower to specifically claim that the set of Input 
controls comprising an alphanumeric keyboard are specifically for the computer. This changed the scope of the claim necessitating a new 
grounds of rejection. Next, regarding the merits of the claims, In claims 1 1 and 20. applicant argues that Henty teaches away from 
modifying the remote control of Stavely to include input controls for a computer on one of Its faces. Examiner disagrees because Henty 
teaches in Fig. 2B a user-accessible surface containing keyboard 48 for controlling a computer. Also, in claim 16, input controls are 
located in the outer surface of the housing of the remote control device (see Stavely, Fig. 1 A, reference characters 210-214) and see 
Henty, (Fig. 2B, reference character 48) where input controls for the computer are located on the outer surface of the housing. Finally, 
applicant argues that examiner is using impermissible hindsight. Examiner disagrees because It must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only 
knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed Invention was made, and does not include knowledge 
gleaned only from the applicanfs disclosure, such a reconstruction Is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 
(CCPA1971). .
